Sir Arter Currie, addressing the Citizens’ Research Institute of Canada, 
siated that hundreds of millions of dollars in expenditure had been wasted be- 
cause the Government during war time had refused to heed the advice of ex- 
perts. He cited the Ross rifle, the Oliver equipment, the harness, and the 


fact that 100,000 men Lod been enlisted who ware no good to the armies in the 
field. He fhtiniated that these 100,000 men had each cost the country $1,500 
and some of them are still costing the country money, being patients in 
hospital. 

Commenting-on ttese statements, the Financial Post declares that what Js 
true of war times is equally true of peace times, that the losses Through in- 
efficiency in the conduct of our public affairs. are a very egonsiderable factor 
in the size of. the tax burdens which the business institutions and citizens 
generally have to bear. It points out, howéver, that during the Great War 
crisis the seriousness of the mistakes being made was realized and drastic 
steps taken—it was a case of efliciency or defeat. i 

Canadians will do well to realize that it is s(ll a case of efficiency or de- 
feat. The financier, manufacturer, merchant or farmer who has not orgen- 
ized his business on an efficient basis, and who neglects to avail himself of the 
advice of experts, may @ontinue to struggle along, but he. will achieve no out- 


standing success, while the chances are that he will go down ingdefeat. The | 


man who despises the advice of others who have made themselves experts in 
eauy particular branch of business does not thereby indevote bigness nor 
strength; on the contrary he is revealed as lacking in one of the primary 
things that make for success f 

One ‘of. Canada’s weaknesses nationally is the failure of our Governments 
to seek. the advice of expert and profit by their knowledge and experience 
in dealing with national questions and problems of development. With our 


deadership in their movement. Political considerations rather than sound | 
‘evononiics have all:too frequently dictated the policy pursued, and, while de- 
feat has not always followed, Wwe are paying a fearful pie in taxation to 
cover the cost of blunders made. 

Membership in the Parliament of Canada is not as représentutive of the 
varied interests and industries of the Dominion as ft should be. There are 
i.e many lawyers and not nearly enough engineers, scientists, educationists, 
dectors, chemists and experienced business men, 
professions and occupations, membership of the House of Commons may be 
divided into-two.main groups—lawyers and farmers, Both are needed. The 
proper drafting of legislation without lawyers would be impossible, but un- 
fortunately there is a tendency to spend months in the framing, consideration 
and passing of laws, and when that is done to regard the objective. aimed at 
as_reached and a complete cure for His in the body pelitie achieved. .

Succéssful experiments off the At- 
lantic coast during the summer months 
for the detection of fcebergs, hidden 
reefs and nearby ships, as well as in 
the development of deep water tele- 
‘graphy and telephony, have been con- 
ducted by Dr. Robert W. Boyle, pro- 
fessor of physics at thfe University of 
Alberta.

The scene of operations 
was off the coasts of Labrador, New- 
foundiand, Cape Breton and in the 
Straits of Belle Isle,

Moisture Ih Silage Making 


Application of Water Necessary When 
Fodder Is Too Dry~ 

It is esesntial that there should be 
sufficient moisture present in fodder 
at the time it is*being placed in the 
silo to provide the water requirement 
for the ensiling process. and leaye the 
gurplus necessary to have amply moist, 
well made silage after the fermenta- 
tive ‘and cooling processes have taken 
place. With sufficient moisture pres- 
ent in the ensiled mass there is little 
danger of the fermentation tempera- 
tures runing too high. Corn in the 
glazed stage, or dried out through 
freezing, or long delays in harvesting 
will require liberal wetting. The 
shortage In plani juices can be made 
up by the application _of water in 
quantity sufficien’ to thoroughly wet 
the cut fodder. Water is best ap- 
plied by running a smal stream 
directly into the fodder eutieor while 
the fodder is being passed through and 


blown up into the silo. With water 
under pressure e¢ valve to control.ihe 
flow, and a section of garden hose, 
the process of wetting the cut fodder 
is easy.-L..

Growers are also invited to list their 
offerings with the markets branch, de- 
partment of agriculture, Regina, stat- 
ing fully the quantity available, the 
variety, likely grade, and nearest rafi- 
road station. Where possible carlots 
should be made up co-operatively. it 
more than,one variety is placed in a 
car they should be labelled separately, 
but where it is possible for three or 
four farmers to make up a carlot ‘of 
one variety the gain is considerable.

| Ancient Egypt 


Culture Foluriened | In Nile Valley 
12,000 Years Ago 

Twelve: thousand yoars ago Kgypt 
had « culture of Its own, a culture In 
advance of that to be found in many 
parts of the world today. This reve- 
tation fs the substance of discoveries 
of the greatest historic importance 
made in the Assiut district during the 
jate Winter season by the two camps 
of the British School of Archaeology, 
writes the Luxor correspondent of the 
Lotdon Morning Post. 

Hitherto, when reference has been 
made to pre-historic culture, the 
period indicated has been somewiuere 
vetween 8,000 and 6,000 B.C, But 2,000 
yeats even before that remote age 
man had worked down from the Cau- 
casus, through Sinai, settled in Egypt, 
and had advanced far beyond the 
primitive. state. He had developed 
the social {nstinct; he had organized 
his towns and cities; and he had been 
taken through successive intellectual 
courses until he had embellished his 
sense of the beautiful. Twelve thou- 
sand years ago art had been born and 
was flourishing in the northern dis- 
tricts of the Nile Valley. 

This discovery eheds light on the in- 
habited world of 120 centuries ago. 
For it has long been known that for 
numerous centurive before the latest 
pre-historic period Kurope was in- 
habited by huma. beings.

ing settlements of Europe and Asia.

Location of the Well is 
Menace to Health 

The Dominion Chemist, tn his an- 
hual report again calls attention te the 


Often a 


precautions that should be taken in 


establishing a farm well. For more 
than thirty years the Division of 
Chemistry_g£the Experimental Farms, 
over which Dr. F. T. Shutt prosides, 
has been analyzing well waters and is- 
suing warnings with respect thereto. 
In his latest repcrt, Dr. Shutt points 
out that there are vet many farmers 
who do not realize the gravity of the 
question. By.the continuance of the 
work he expresses the belief that more 
and more the farming community will 
be brought to naderstand more com- 
pletely the bearing that the quality of 
the water suppiy has on the health of 
the family or on the health and thrift 
of the livestock. 

The chief fault in the present con- 
dition of affairs, he states, is found in 
the location of the ‘well. Too often 
safety has been sacrificed for conven- 
fence. The .most {nnocent-looking 
water may carry dangerous contamin- 
ation. Where an analysis confirms 
the suspicion that the well is recely- 
ing drainage of a dangerous character, 
the Dominion. Chemist recommends 
filling up the well and sinking another 
on a safer site at least filty yards from 
a possible source Of contamination. 

As it is assumed that only sus- 
picious water is submitted for analy- 
sis, the results of the tests made by 
the Dominion Chemist do not repre- 
sent the true condition of the average 
well. During the year of which the 
report is made, but 17 per cent. of the 
samples of water analyzed were pure 
and wholesome, while 36 per cent. 
were shown to be seriously polluted. 
The remaining 47 per cent. were either 
suspicious or saline in character. 

Samples of water for analysis should 
not be submitted for examination un- 
lil the proper form is received from 
the Dominion Chemist’and filled out 
respecting the well and its sutround- 
ings. . With the information thus giv- 
en the water should be sent in a thor- 
oughly clean bottle for examination. 


Nat-Growing In Canada 


Fine Display From British Columbia 
Shown At Wembley’ 

Some of the Canadian visitors to the 
exhibition at Wembley have been sur- 
prised at one Canadian feature there 
—Canadian nuts. The display there 
is of nuts grown in the Okanagan Val- 
ley of British Coiumbia, and prepared 
by. Mie"growel's at the request of the 
Dominion Government. This is the 
first time that nut-growing as a phase 
of Canadian agriculture has been 
brought to the attention of the coun- 
tries abroad. - A description of the 
exhibit states that attention has been 
devoted to the walnuts because of 
their large size and thinness of shell, 
while the filberts shown had been in- 
ported from the famous filbert dfstrict 
in Kent, Englands é 

The Dominion Depar.ment of Agri- 
culture stated recently that the “nut- 
growing industry in British Columbia 
is becoming an important one.” Pro- 
vincial growers have declared that 
the experimental stage of nut culture 
in British Columbia is past, and that 
an educationa! campaign is now re- 
quired to bring before the settlers the 
remunerative possibilities of this 
branch of farming in Briish Columbia 
and other paris of Camada. And 
Canada should offer profit to nut grow- 
ers, for the Dominion is importing 
nuts annually to the extent of nearly 
$5,000,000 from the United Kingdom, 
the United States, Italy, France, Spain, 
Duteh East Indies, Hong Kong, Jap- 
an and other. points in the Far East.

These are mere samples of what is 
common, Frequently, if not usually, 
the offences are due to ignorance, of 
what the law. says. 

What is the law regarding raMfes? 

Raffles, like lotteries, are prohibit- 
ed. There is one exception which is 
very frequently misunderstood. 

The law (sec, 236 8.8. 6 b.) of the: 
code reads: 

“RaMles for prites of arial value at 
any bazaar held for any charitable or 
religious object, if permission to. hold 
the same has been obtained from the 
elty or other raunicipal council, or 
from the mayor, reeve, or other chief 
officer of the eity, town or municipal- 
ity wherein such bazaar iq held, and 
the articles raffled for thereat have 
first been offered for sale and none of 


them are of a yalue exceeding fitty 
dollars.” 


These permitted raffles are subject 
ta several conditions: (1) They can- 
not be held at anything but a bazaar. 
(2) Only at a bazaar held for any char- 
itublo or religious Object. (3) Only 
articles of less value than fifty dol- 
lars’ can be raffled. (4) Even these 
articles cannot De raffled unless they 
have first been offered-for sale at the 
bazaar, _(5). The official. permission of. 
the counell, mayor or other head of 
the -municlpallty must be obtained for 
the raffle after the articles have. fail- 
ed to sell : ; 
‘Churches have no special privilege 
over individuals or. other organiza- 
tfons. 

The instances given at the begin- 
ning of this article are clearly viola- 
tions of the law and criminal offences. 
From all the information he has been 
able to gather, the writer Is of the 
opinion that the great majority of rat-3— 
fles held are undoubted violations of 
the Criminal Code, and that this is 
due to ignorance on the part of those 
holding them of what -he law.says as 
to what is permitted and what is not. 
lt is to save well meaning people from 
putting themselves ‘in the position o 
criminal offex.ders that this article is 
written, 

It is not lawful to hold rates in 
shops or stores or at fairs or athletic 
meeis or anywhere but at bazaars and 
then only if these are held strictly for 
a charitable or religious object. Of 
course the operation of wheels of for- 
tune and other gambling devices can- 
be carried on at such bazaars. 
Only raffles are allowed and only of 
articles of small value previously of- 
fered for sale and not sold. 

Good citizens will-do well to make 
sure they understand what is permil- 
ted-and what not before venturing into 
a raffle of any sort, All this ts said 
purely from the viewpoint of what the 
law ts. In addition it should be not- 
ed that from the standpoint of ethics 
a raffle is a gambling act oven when it 
comes within the law and will not be 
practised by those who draw the tine 
at gambling

Self-Operating Railway 


Ingenious: Electrical Devices Used. In 
Operating Line At Wembley 

A “never stop” automatically. oper- 
ated rdilway is in operation at Wem- 
bley. here are one and a half miles 
of single track and three-quarters of a 
mile of double track, The speed. var- 
jes from two to three miles an hour 
at the stations, to twenty-four miles 
an hour inthe open. It is an entire- 
ly automatic system, without drivers, 
conductors, signals or brakes. Each 
car is fitted beneath with rollers en- 
gaging a continu: us spiral below the 
track. The spiral propels the car in 
the same manner in which an ordin- 
jary nut travels along a screw, The 
| space between the loops of this spiral, 
is decreased for a short distance on 
both sides of a station. As a result, 
the cars slow dowa and closé up stead- 
ily when approaching @ station, creep 
through in conta-t, and, leaving, open 
out again and a:celerate with equal 
smoothness. At a station passengers 
merely walk in or out, the cars being 
open on the platform side and provid- 
ed with posts and grip handles to as- 
fist in mounting and dismounting. The 
whole of the railway is controlled from 
a central station .by an automatic 
switchboard. This comprises ingen- 
‘fous electrical devices operated by the 
pressing of buttons, 


Boots For Vegetarians 
| Have Conscientious Objections 
| Against Leather On Humanitarian 
| Grounds 

Boots for vegetarians! That's the 
latest problem confronting English 
‘shopkeepers who flad themselves pest™ 
ered by women—and some men—who, 
objecting to leathcr because it comes 
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from animals, demand shoes made 
| from substitutes. 
During the war 14 different sub- 


stitutes for leather were evolved, but 
only two, it is understood, have sur- 
vived, From these two gubstituies 
“boots for vegetarians” are now being 
/made and placed on the market. 
They cost beiween five and six dol- 
ylars a pair, and, despite the shoe- 
makers’ familiar insistance to the 
contrary, are declared to be as good 
as leather, though their soles are 
somewhat stiffer. with somewhat less 
give.” ys a

tious objections against leather on 
bumanilarian grounds.

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Britain’s Changing Shores 


England’s Average Yearly Loss By 
' Coast Erosion Is One Square 
Mile 

While England is losing more Jand 
by coast erosion than she Js ‘gaining 
through the receding of the ocean, 
Scotland is adding to her territory in 
the process, according to an official of 
the British Geological Survey. 

The largést belt of coast erosion in 
England stretches from Whitby, York- 
shire, to Lyme Regis, Dorset, and the 
worst localities are around Cromer 
and the North and South Forelands. 

Erosion has also taken place on 
some parts of the west coast, for along 
the north shore of the Bristol Chan- 
nel there used to be a great. forest, 
which is now under the sea. At Ten- 
by parts of the tree stumps can stil! 
be seen at low tide. 

In the 12th century, history relates 
that there was a great flood in Wales, 
and land which is now at the bottom 
of the sea in Cardigan Bay was lost at 
that time. 

Of recent years ScotlAnd has been 
steadily gaining land in the Solway 
Firth, and.Gretna is built on land de- 
livered up by the sea in the course of 
yéars, wn 

“The process of Nature cannot be 
stopped, but only held up in one place 
at the expense of another,” a geolog- 
ist sald. “If in one particular spot 
the progress is barred by breakwaters, 
the sea will eat up the amount it has 
been thwarted of at the nearest con- 
venient spot.” 2 

The atmosphere is just as deadly 
a foe for soft cliffs as is water. By 
looking at a cliff’s angle to the sea it 
is possible to see whether air or 
water is the worst enenty. 

Should the cliff-lean backwards from 
the sea, then the atmosphere is eat- 
ing it away quicker than the water. 
On the other hand, should it overhang 
the sea, water is doing the work of 
destruction, 

The reason the east coast suffers 
most fis that {ft consists largely of 
chalk and clay roll, while the west 
coast is mainly hard rock.

French Have Scheme 
To Detect Criminals 


Dust On Clothing Of Suspects Is 
Carefully Examined 

Microseopic examination of the dirt 
and dust upon the clothing of suspects 
is a new schem of the French police 
to catch criminals. 

After cross-examination the sus- 
pects are stripped of their clothing, 
whose superficial dust is first examin- 
ed under a strong microscope. A 
vacuum cleaner fs next applied to draw 
out other dirt into a pan. 

In some instances a more thorough 
process, In which heating figures, is 
used to separate all particles of for- 
eign matter. From the dirt thus se- 
cured the detectives determine wheth- 
er the suspect has been telling the 
truth. 

One murderer tried to prove'an alib! 
by saying that ho had slept in an open 
field the night of the crime. Micro- 
scopic examination of his clothing 
showed that he had slept in a quarry. 

An unsuspected carpenter was con- 
nected with a murder by means of 
Sawdust found on a_plece of overall 
which the victim had torn from his as- 
‘sailant and which was found at the 
scene of the crime. ‘ 

The chief value of the new\plan has 
been in breaking down the bravado of 
criminals. They frequently confess 
when: shown that their first stories 
were lies.

The sun 
would shine on one side only, while 
the other side would be wrapped in 
frozen darkness; and the moon might 
vanish. If the earth’s motion slowed 
to one rotation a year,” he added, 
“each day would be one year long, as 
they are thought'to be on the planet 
Mercury. It will take a few hundred 
million years before the earth’s mo- 
tion, at its present rate, is relarded to 
& point where it entails actual discom- 
fort.”

Insulin, the discovery which is at 
dast helping the medical profession to 
fight diabetes, has been the first step, 
Haber said, and is the concrete exam- 
ple that the principle and formula on’ 
which scientists are working to pro- 
long ‘life is fundamentally sound. This 
prolongation of life, according to the 
professor, Will come through a method 
of purifying all the various types otf 
enzyme, the organic or chemical duty 
of which is to split the monosaccha- 
rides in the human system, An enzyme 
is an organized or chemical compound 
of vegetable or animal origin that 
causes chemical alonl tremetgiimalton

Highway Being Marked From Canada 
to Kansas 

A new international motor highway 
to cross the border into the Central 
Canadian prairies, will be the ,North 
and South Pike, popularly known as. 
the Kanada‘to Kansas route. As the 
result of negotiations that have been 
in progress for some time between the 
Board of Trade of Regina and Charles 
Lee Hyde, of Pierre, S.D., general 
manager of the Pike, it has been de- 
cided to continue the marking of the 
highway from Portal, N.D., to Regina, 
a digjance of some 200 miles, this year. 
The route. wili be carried further 
north as far as Prince Albert in time

Deplores Newspaper Publicity 


Would Restrict By Law Too Great 
Publicity Before Court Trials 
“There iXone thing that I deplore, 
and that is great newspaper publicity 
before trial, and some restrictions on 


| institutions, 


this should be imposed by law,” de- 
clared Chief Justic@ Martin at the 
opening of the civil courts at Montreal. 
The Chief Justice said that: publicity’ 
before trials should be restricted to 
official statements by the police and 
Crown Attorney. This would in no 
way interfere wilh the freedom of the 
press, he declared Publicity should 
be delayed then until the trial in order 
that the official instruments of Justice 
may have a chance to operate. The 
Chief Justice said that public sym- 
pathy or hosiility towards an accused 
person might influence a jury in its 
determination of guilt. 

“Such restrictien,” continued Chief 
Justice ‘Martiu, “if imposed, must, of 
course, be balanced by full publicity at 
the trial itse'f, That would agsure a 
judicial system adapted to the public 
need and safe for the public good— 
limitation of publicity before the trial, 
accompanied ‘by a complete’ publicity 
at the trial itself.”
